Prince 
Max, who was heir to the Grand Duchy 
of Baden, is one of the courtliest and most 
charming of men. He worked unceas- 
ingly for the prisoners in Germany, and 
his visits to the camps never failed to 
secure improvements in the unfortunate 
captives’ conditions. 

I remember an amusing incident which 
happened when Prince Max visited a 
far from Berlin im

For 
the benefit of the unitiated I may explain 
that ‘‘ undertaker ” is a literal transla- 
tion of the German Unternehmer, which 
corresponds roughly to the idea of 
impressario! What he meant was “ pro- 
ducer,” the German word for which is 
Regisseur. 


Prince and Prisoner. 


“He started his mmsical career as trainer 
to a church choir and “then went on to 
wield the baton for a small combination 
attached to Toynbee House, a working- 
men’s social club in Glasgow. .Making 
these singers the nucleus of a much more 
ambitious undertaking, he founded the 
Orpheus Choir, which has become world- 
famous under his direction.

‘Real “ Broadsiding.” 


According to ‘‘Buzz’’ Hibberd, the 
Australian dirt track motor cyclist, who 
gave a thrilling display in Harold’s Cross 
Park on Saturday, the first man who lays 
down a third or half-mile cinder track in 
the British Isles will make a fortune. 
Although, to read the newspaper and even 
the technical Press accounts of cinder 
racing, one would believe that “ broad- 
siding ’’ was a feature of every race, in 
reality, there has been none of it on the 
English or Irish tracks. The tracks are 
too short and too narrow to permit of real 
‘‘broadsiding.’’ What we have been seeing 
at Harold’s Cross and elsewhere is skid 
cornering; for, although the back of the 
motor cycle skids continuously in round- 
ing the bends, the front wheel takes a 
normal course. 
In a genuine broadside machine and 
rider skid en masse, as it were, diagonally 
across the curves. Most of the Australian 
and American tracks, Hibberd tells me, 
are between 600 and 900 yards in cireum- 
ference, and tremendous speeds are put up. 
But having been thrilled sufficiently by the 
performances on the quarter-mile 
Harold’s Cross, I have no desire to witness 
the even more hair-raising incidents 
which Hibberd promises me would be the 
feature of a bigger track. 


Bookmakers and ‘Dirt Track Racing 


It is said that dirt-track sport is killing 
greyhound-racing in the majority of Eng- 
lish cities, and Hibberd is confident that 
it will eventually do the samo in Dublin. 
The Australian and his fellow exhibitor, 
‘*'Taffy’’ Williams, were at one of our 
greyhound meetings, and, although I heard 
Hibberd gave his colleague a “tip ” for 
one of the dog races, he apparently does 
not look with kindly eyes upon betting 
crowds. ‘‘ These people,” he said, ‘‘ would 
bet upon a couple of ants racing and get 
as great a thrill.”’ 

He went on to tell me that betting on 
the “tin rabbit’’ is forbidden by law in 
Australia, although if a real live hare is 
used there is nd legal objection to wager- 
ing.

The biggest surprise 
of all was when, on leaving, man after 
man came down to the shore carrying 
fruit, flowers and trinkets as a mark oí 
esteem. Most embarrassing was the final 
present from the chief himself. He came 
down, full of dignity, despite a slight

accepted the ghastly trophies with as much 
courage as I could muster. He explained 
that these were the heads of people who 
had been eaten—the greatest token of 
appreciation that a cannibal islander can 
give.

- FIREFIGHTING AMID BULLETS. 


FF“ 
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In one respect, at least, it is probably 
true to state that the Dublin Fire 
Brigade has a history unequalled by any 
other brigade in the world ; for its records 
are distinguished by details of the magnt- 
ficent work, and, at times, deeds _ of 
heroism, performed by its members during 
the terrible and trying periods of the 
rebellion of 1916 and the further fighting 
and civil war in 1921 and 1922. 

It is difficult in these quieter days to 
give all due credit for the risks under- 
taken and the devotion to duty shown by 
the officers and men of the Brigade. Much 
of their work was done actually under 
gunfire, and in some cases bullets struck 
and damaged their appliances. More than 
once they had to suspend operations on 
a particular fire and run indiscriminately 
for nearest cover. During the course of 
their work several of the firemen were 
injured. 
EASTER MONDAY. 

The fires in the centre of the city during 
the Rebellion of 1916 were, perhaps, the most 
devastating of all. The first fire occurred 
on the afternoon of Easter Monday, April 
24th, in the Magazine in the Phenix Fark. 
At Queen’s street Bridge the Tara street 
section of the Brigade was held up by a 
barricade, and the Republican officers there 
compelled them to turn back to their station. 
The Thomas street section of the Brigade, 
which had taken a different route, was able 
to reach the scene ofsthe fire, and saved the 
magazine by working until midnight. That 
night there were two other fires in the city, 
which three sections of the Brigade attended 
and controlled after a stiff fight. 

Next morning the fires started again at 
32 Sackville street, and in the evening three 
other houses in that street went on fire. It 
is to be noted in this regard that most of 
the fires, or at least a good many of them 
in the city, were caused by looters who 
thought thus to cover up their tracks after 
they had ransacked the premises. In some 
ylaces the firemen had encounters with these 
ooters, who fled on their arrival There 
was more than one instance of firemen saving 
the looters from burning buildings. 

On the Wednesday afternoon of that event- 
ful week the first cail was to the shop of 
H. Williams and Co. in Henry street, which 
was being looted when the firemen arrived; 
five men breaking away. That evening there 
were more fires. Number 8 Sackville street 
was within the firing lines, and the Brigade 
was unable to attend. while the fire at 1 
and 2 Clanwilliam place had to be allowed 
to go on unchecked, as military were shelling 
houses in its immediate vicinity. 

A BLACK DAY. 

On Thursday mornng at. 5 o'clock fires 
started in Harcourt street, but this outbreak 
was quickly controlled by the Brigade. At 
9 o'clock a call was received from Linenhall 
Barracks, the resident caretaker there r. - 
porting that thirty-two clerks were beseiged, 
and had previously extinguished two fires 
by means of the fire hose within the pre- 
mises. A bomb had just then been exploded 
in the rear of the building, and a big fire 
had started in the theatre, a temporary struc- 
ture left from the Civics exhibition which 
had been held there a few years before. 
The Brigade was unable to attend because of 
the conditions prevailing on that side of the 
city. The barracks were burned down, and 
the fire, which went on for two days and 
nights unchecked, extended to and burned 
five other extensive houses and stores. 

A few minutes after noon on the same 
day an urgent call came from Lower Abbey 
street. As this, the G.P.O. district, was 
then under continuous rifle fire, 
and being shelled by field guns and 
mortars, it could not be approached. 
Consequently, this was really the commence- 
ment of the general conflagration which 
wrought such havoc in the Sackville street 
area. In twenty minutes the fire, which 
originated in a street barricade of paper, 
sticks and bicycles that was being shelled by 
the military, had extended to both sides: of 
the thoroughfare, through a printing office on 
the North side imto Sackville place, and 
through Wynn's Hotel on the South into 
Harbour court, gradually spreading by 
Hoyte’s corner to the D.B.C. building, and 
by Hamilton Long’s stores to Eden quay. 
During the night the fire extended to the 
Imperial Hotel and Clery’s warehouse, and 
caught the new bakery and restaurant of | 
Sir Joseph Downes in Ear! place. 

THE GENERAL POST OFFICE. 

In the early hours of the following morn- 
ing, Friday, 28th, the Thomas street section 
turned out to the corner of Lower Bridge 
street and. Usher’s quay, and prevented the | 
spread of the fire in that direction. Four | 
houses on the quay, together with a tram- 
car and a street barricade, were destroyed. 
A couple of hours later the Tara street 
section turned out to Eden quay and Lower 
Abbey street, and prevented the fire from 
spreading further in that direction. Work- 
ing from Cathedral place from rooms above 
Hickey’s, and under cover of that building, 
the Brigade extinguished the fire in Downes’s 
shop. During the rest of the morning and 
early afternoon the outbreaks continued in 
a minor way, but in the evening the fires 
started again in the south side of North 
Earl street, and extended during the day to 
a number of premises in the vicinity. At 6 
p.m. that day, the General Post Office and 
Telegraph Office in Sackville street, which 
were being shelled, caught fire, and burned 
during the night. The destruction extended 
to the newly-opened Coliseum Theatre and 
adjoining premises. 

At 3.40 p.m. on Saturday a message was 
received from the Commander of the troops 
in Dublin that active military operations had 
ceased, and that the Brigace might row 
attempt to stop the fires which were then 
going on in Sackville street, Middle Abbey 
street, and Henry street. The whole avail- 
able force was turned out, and position was 
taken on O'Connell Bridge. Excellent 
progress was being made towards stopping 
the fires when several shots were fired from 
the direction of Upper Abbey street, the 
bullets hitting the wall near where some 
firemen were working. Immediately after- 
wards some shots came from the Aston quay 
direction, hitting one engine, six bullets 
gong through the steel tubes and the sides 
of the ladder on top. The men were called 
ott and sent back to their stations, the 
engines and appliances” were abandoned, and 


HOSPITAL THREATENED. 
That evening, when danger from fire 
threatened Jervis Street Hospital, the whole 
force was turned out, and assistance and 
appliances were asked for and obtained from 
Guinness’s .Brewery and Power's Distillery. 
It was then that the Brigade recovered 
their abandoned engines and appliances, and 
set to work again to stop the fires in every 
direction.. 
The firemen worked the whole night and 
did some wonderful work, and for six days 
and nights following were engaged in cooling 
down the smouldering ruins. 
So concluded the disastrous fires of Easter 
Week, which destroyed 196 city establisl:- 
ments and caused damaged estimated at wel! 
over £2,000, 
Numberless incidents occurred during those 
hectic days, but only a few went on record. 
When the Republican forces evacuated the 
G.P.O. and other buildings in that district 
many of them were shot down im trying to 
escape. The ©’Rabilly was so killed and his 
body was found by Captain Power and Firc- 
man Michael Smith at 12.30 o'clock on the 
Sunday morning in the passage of the mineral 
water stores in Henry place. 
Others were found shot further down Henry 
Am where machine n fire Írom the 
otunda raked it down Moore lane. 
The most spectacular fire of the period was 
at Hampton Leedom’s in Henry street. At 
about ten o'clock on the Saturday night. it 
was a magnificent sight with the multi- 
coloured flames from the oils in the stores 
shooting hundreds of feet into the air, and 


explosions of the barrels of oil. So intense 
was the heat that the front of Arnott’s 


shops across the street was set on fire. Then. 
without warning, the building collapsed and 
simply sat down like a house of cards, the 


walls splintering into a million pieces. 


THE CUSTOM HOUSE. 
The outbreaks that occurred during tl.e 
trouble in 1921 and 1922 began in April, 
1921, bat the first big fire did not oceur until 
May 25th, when the Custom House caught 
fire. At 1.45 p.m. that day, a section of the 
LL R.A. entered the Central Fire Station. The 
officer in command stated that he had orders 
to hold up the station for one hour. Simut-

On arrival it was found that 
the fire had made headway to a great extent. 

It was apparent from the outset that tho 
building was doomed; nevertheless, the 
Brigade worked for twenty hours without 
stop, and relays of men were in attendance 
for fourteen days afterwards. While su:

WORK AMID BULLETS. 

Yn Juiy órd fires again started in Sackville 
street at the Y.M.C.A. buildings. The 
Brigade attended, but the men were com 
petied to retire on account of heavy machine- 
gun and ritie fire in the immediate vicinity 
The following day there were some fals4 
alarms, but 1t was shortly after noon on July 
Sth that a conflagration broke out involving 
the northern end of Sackville street il 
sections of the Brigade turned out. The 
motor from the Central Station. under 
Captain Power and Station-Officer Kelly 
stopped by an armoured ear at the corner of 
Marlborough street and Gloucester sireet, and 
this section was compelled to stand by í 
thirty minutes. Seizing the first opportunity 
the Brigade got through and set to wo 
on the eastern side of Sackville street. The . 
other sections were also at work in different 
places. 

During all this time heavy firing was going 
on. The section in Thomas’ lane was working 
between a cross-fire—National troops with 
machine guns on Hickey’s and the return fire 
from the Repubheans occupying buildings ' 
the eastern side of Sackville street. the 
greatest danger, however, all this time was 
from ricochetting bullets, and on one occasion 
the firemen had to abandon their appliances 
and take cover. 
In all eighty buildings were destroyed dur- 
ing this period. 

A PRISON FIRE. 
In 1923 the fire in Amiens street Telegraph 
Office occurred; but, owing to the prompt 
action of the Fire Brigade, the building aod 
its valuable machinery were saved. About 
the same time there was the sensational at- 
tempt to set fire to Maryborough Prison. 
The-fire was started by the political prisoners, 
who set their bed-clothes and the wooden 
articles in their cells alight. One section of 
the brigade, under Captain Power, went down 
to Maryborough on a special train and worked 
all night to extinguish the outbreak. All that 
time the prisoners were huddled together 
the main yard in pouring rain, with the 
warders, in a like predicament, watching over 
them. 
That concluded the activities of the Dublin 
Fire Brigade in connection with the burninxs 
of the troubled times. Nothing has yet been 
said, however, about their brave work woth 
the ambulances. All through the bad periods 
they worked the ambulances under the worst 
possible conditions without fear or murmu

MONEY NEEDED FOR 
ROAD MAKING. 


The need for money with which to carry on 
road construction in the Free State is greater 
to-day than at any period within the last few 
rears. 

The £2,000,000 granted by the Government 
two years ago is all allocated and most of it 
spent, and unless further accommodation is 
available a serious position will develop with 
the beginning of the winter. 


Most of the road schemes in the various 
counties have been completed, although in 
several instances finishing touches are still 


being put to the works which were delayed 
for local reasons. 

When men who were employed at road re 
pairs were discharged in recent weeks at the 
completion of contracts they easily found 
work at the harvest, but when that is over 
idleness will be staring them in the face. 


County authorities, waiting on the Gov- 
ernment declaration of intentions, are hold- 


ing their hands, and the surveyors are put- 
ting away the machinery into the sheds. The 
last two millions granted by the Government 
was spent on 1,667 miles of national roads. 
When it is mentioned that the Free State 
highway system consists of 8,000 miles first 
and second grade, or trunk, roads, and 38,000 
miles of third grade, or feeder, roads, it will 
be realised that a vast problem confronts the 
Government, and that vast sums of money 
are still required for road: construction. -

The name ‘‘ cement‘bound macadam ” has 
been given to a form of road surfacing which 
has been laid in several counties im Ireland 
during the last two years. As the 
implies, the macadam is bound by a strong 
mortar of cement and which fills the 
voids 'in the stones and provides the strength, 
which is lacking in water-bound macadam, 
to meet the disintegrating effect caused by 
internal attrition. The thickness may be 
from 34” to 5”, according to requirements. 

The cement-bound macadam road is not a

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THE SHANNON. 
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The following mgcord of the progress of the 
work on the Shannon scheme is given 1 
Messrs. Siemens’ “ Progress on the Shan- 
non” :— , 

All the,excavation. work at the site of the 
main power station was completed towards 
the end ef 1927, when approximately 200,000 
cb,m. of earth and 150,000 cb.m. of rock had 
been removed down to the deepest foundation 
level of the underground portion of the power 
station. On accóúnt of the higher foundation 
level of the intake sluice house, the excava- 
tion work for this was finished first and the 
concreting work begum at once. -The.mtake 
building, ranning across the head race above 
the power house, is essentially a huge con- 
crete gravity dam or barrage, with wing 
walls splaying írom each end into the head 
race banks. It is now completed to the floor 
level of the superstructure enclosing the 
machinery vperating the sluices in front of 
the pipes. It contains about 60,000 cb.m. ef 
concrete and is about 100 m, long. On the 
head race side the dam has six: inlets admit- 
ting the water to the 6 m. diameter pen- 
stocks bringing the water to the turbines 
30 m. below. Only three of these inlets will 
be used for the partial development. At the 
extreme east of the stricture there will be 
two more openings, one for the waste water 
chunnel, the cther for the entrance to the 
navigation locks. The foundation of the in- 
take sluice house is blue limestone—a rock of 
high’ bearing strength—but, in order to ob- 
viate the danger of the water percolating from 
the head race through the sf fissures in 
the underlying strata, it-was degide 
the entire area in quéstion to a depth of 15 m. 
by pumping cement through pipes into the 
rock under a pressure of six atmospheres. 
Many tons of cement grout were used in this 
work, 

Immediately in front of the intake build- 
ing there is at present Being erected a net- 
work of timbering, the false work for the 
erection of the stays supporting the trash 
rack and the later on submerged tops of the 
bell-mouthed shaped inlets to the penstocks. 
The present stage of the work has been at- 
tained in the comparatively short period of 
ten months. 

The foundations for the power house, being 
some 30 m. below the foundation level of the 
intake sluice house, involved the excavation 
of thousands of cubic metres of rock. The 
concreting work here could.not consequently 
be begun until November, 1927. The entire 
area of the rock foundation was found to be 
suitable for the stresses allowed in the design 
except for a small part, some 400 sq. m. in 
area, immediately under the proposed location 
of the two draught tubes on the extreme 
west. An earth pocket was discovered here 
which called for special treatment. The ex- 
cavation here was carried down for a further 
3 m. over the area mentioned, and a strongly 
reinforced concrete foundation slab containing 
nearly 100 tons of steel laid down. 

The construction of the draught tubes on 
this foundation was then proceeded with. 
These are primarily reinforced concrete pipes 
discharging the water from the turbines into 
the tail race. They have a curved longitu- 
dinal axis and gradually change from a hori- 
zontal circular section 4.80 m. dia. at the 
turbines to. a yertical rectangular one 15 by 
5 m. at their outlets 18° m, away from the 
centre line of the turbines. A lot of atten- 
tion was paid in the design to their being 
perfectly stream-lined in order to obtain an 
even flow of water from the turbines to the 
tail race. In appearance the timber false 
work for these draught tubes was not unlike 
a gigantic ‘ear-trumpet. They were tem- 
porarily supported on heavy timber frames, 
which were gradualiy replaced by concrete 
supports before concreting was begun. A 
horizontal © steekedged~ rtinforced ‘concrete 
vane bisects the elbowed portion of each 
draught tube, a fact’ which presented a con- 
siderable difficulty for the carpenters as well 
as for the concreting work. The top portion 
of all three tubes has been provided with 
particularly heavy steel reinforcement. 

For a distance of approximately 150 m. a 
retaining wall beginning at the power station 
will: protect the west side of the tail race, 


extending from the bottom of the tail race to 


the level of the Great Southern Railway line 
connecting the power station with Limerick. 
The height of the wall changes from 15 m. 
at the power station to 12 m. at the other 
end. A length of this wall has already been 
erected. 

The power house site has been excavated 
for the total development, and consequently 
for the time of the” partial development. it 
was found necéssary to erect a temporary 
partition wall .rugning along the last of the 
three penstoeks and extending 1 m. above the 
highest water leveb-in the tail race in order 
to protect the back of the power house. from 
Hooding. !

as the surfacing material. The road was 
completed some 18 months ago, and the sur- 
face has proved entirely satisfactory, and, as 
was expected, the cost of maintenance has 
been nil. 

Before laying the new road, the old sur- 
was scarified and removed, and the 
ground excavated in places to a depth of 
several feet to obtain a uniform longitudinal 
gradient. The new road was, therefore, laid 
on virgin peat, a particularly bad founda- 
tion, and as work was carried out during 
the winter. 1926-27, weather conditions were 
most unfavourable. 

The new road consists of 9” of concrete, 
doubly reinforced, with expansion joints pro- 
vided at 60-feet intervals. The concrete was 
laid in two courses. The bottom course, 7” 
thick, was a 4 : 2 : 1 mix of gravel and 
sand, and the top course, 2” thick, was 
of 3 parts of crushed. gravel 
chippings, 3” to~4'» 1) parts oi sang, to 
{ part of cement.” A spécial Teinfoftement 
was carried through the joints to meet any 
stress due to shear, these bars being so 
treated as not to interfere in any way with 
the«free movement of the slab due to. ex- 
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pansion and _ contraction. .

The Lord Mayor, in a long speech, reviewed 
the circumstances leading to the appointment 
of Mr. Collins, and referred to the recom- 
mendations of the Committee. 

THE RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The general effect of Mr. Collins's pro- 
nosals is to reduce the number of Corporation 
Committees from twenty-one to fourteen, and 
the number of members of each Committee 
from. fifteen to seven; to delegate to the 
Committees practically the complete adminis- 
tration of the department, without inter- 
fevence by the Corporation, acting through 
the head of the department as chief executive 
otticer. These officials would have very much 
more extensive powers than at present. 

The Town Clerk is to have more general 
powers of supervision, and this would obviate 
the appointment of a city manager. 

A proposal which met with severe criticism 
suggests the transference from the ratepayers 
to the Corporation of the election of Aldermen. 
This, it was pointed out, would lead to the 
appointment of persons as Aldermen who had 
not been elected to the City Council. 

The report also recommends the ar-algama- 
tion of the present City Treasurer's, City 
Chamberlain’s and Rates Departments under 
a chief financial officer as comptroller. 

Finally, the Special Committee = prcjposes 
that a biil should be promoted in Yariiament 
in the next session to enable the Corporation 
to carry into effect these and other icifcrms, 
and also to provide for the extension of the 
ity. 


LORD MAYOR’S SPEECH. 


SYSTEM OF PATRONAGE 
MUST GO 

The Lord Mayor said that the Special Com- 

mittee were submitting in the report what 


might be termed the foundation of a better 4 


system of civic government. He thought it 
only right to say that im a great many re- 
spects they were nothing worse than other 
cities; indeed, they were a great deal better 
than some. Nevertheless, for a considerable 
number of years their civic government had 
not in many respects been a credit to Belfast. 

Not the least of their present troubles had 
been brought about by the baneful influence 
and dry rot of what was known as the 
patronage system. The growth of that mis- 
chievous system in their administration he 
attributed to two causes. The first and most 
important. was the undue influence and inter- 
ference of members of the Council; and the 
second, in many cases, the weakness and 
acquiescence of their chief officials in giving 
way. If they were to carry on and have a 
clean, healthy administration of their city’s 
affairs, the system of patronage must be 
eradicated, and if the recommendations 
before them that day were adopted they 
would make a continuance of it practivally 
impossible. 

For the past three years their Council had 
been in a state of agitation and turmoil. It 
began with the unfortunate scandal which led 
to the housing inquiry, after which a Special 
Committee was appointed on 8th April, 1926, 
whieh dealt with certain officials and firms 
mplicated. On 2nd May, 1927, another 
Special Committee was appointed ‘‘ with a 
view to obtaining greater efficiency and effect- 
ing economies.” That Committee tabled its 
report, which was ucw commonly known as 
the M‘Clure Report, on the 2nd August, 1927. 


It was before the Council for consideration 


passed instruciing the several committees 
whose departments were affected to consider 
those portions of the report which concerned 
them and to report to the Council. Those 
reports .were before the Council on 
several occasions, and as an outcome of the 
disenssions the Special Committee, which pre- 
sented the report to-day, was appointed 
on 15th February last, with the powers, 
broadly speaking, of considering and recom- 
mending such amendments in the constitution 
and administration of the Council as the 
Committee thought right. 
APPOINTME®!T OF ALDERMEN. 

He referred to Recommendation No. 2 cf 
the Committee, which read: ‘‘ That we he 
authorised to approach the Government of 
Northern Ireland with a request that it will 
bring in a general bill enabling the Council 
ie appoint aldermen in the same manner as 
aldermen are elected in England under the 
Municipal Corporations Act, i882.’ There 
seemed to be a great difference of opimion on 
‘his question, he said; but the Committee was 
in entire accord with the recommendation. 

In his opinion the dignity of alderm&aship 
should be reached by e promotion of 
councillors who had served the city faithfully 
and well for a considerable period of years, 
but who were not inckned to undergo 
iriennially the strain and expense of public 
election, yet who at the same time might be 
eminently suitable members of the Council. 
hey had lost the services of a number of 
councillors owing to that cause. 

Recommendation 5b read: “That is be 
veferred to the town solicitor to include a 
clause in the proposed bill disqualifying from 
membership of the Council for a term of years 
uny member who is proved guilty of can- 
vassing or otherwise improperly exercising 
influence upon an official of the Council to 
‘ppoint or discharge officers or men on the 
Council staff.’ He thought it would he 
recognised by all who had the best interests 
of the city at heart that this suggested pro- 
posal was long overdue, It dealt an effective 
hlow at the root of one of the greatest 
‘roubles they had experienced—he referred to 
the question of patronage. 


FINANCIAL CONTROL.

There 
were meetings of groups, and he was always 
willing to facilitate such conferences. 


. PROPOSAL REJECTED. 

After lunch it was decided to consider the 
forty recommendations seriatim.

POWERS OF THE COMMITTEES. 
The next recommendation proposed to pro- 
mote a bill authorising the Council to dele- 
gate executive powers to its committees. 

The Lord Mayor recalled that when Alder- 
man Duff clamoured for the appointment of 
Commissioners for the period of three years 
he argued that the work of the present Com- 
mittees was ineffective, and in many cases 
was a danger to the Corporation undertaking. 
What better 4rgument could they have for 
the system now recommended, which was the 
kernel of municipal administration in Belfast ? 
Councillor Midgley (Labour) said that the 
proposal before them was that the Corpora- 
tion seek legislative power to delegate the 
executive authority to the Committees, while 
the Council itself would be a deliberative 
body. He was in favour of new machinery 
being given to Committees under certain 
well-defined conditions. There were people 
prepared to use every proposition to obtain 
Commissioners. Personally, he did not believe 
in them, and under a reconstituted machine 
there was no reason why Belfast should not 
have excellent administration. He moved an 
addendum to the effect that the Council 
should from time to time decide the amount 
of executive power to be vested in a com- 
raittee. ; 

Councillor Kilpatrick (Nationalist) seconded 
the amendment, which, however, was ruled 
out of order. 


CAUTION ADVISED. 
Alderman Duff said that, if he had to 
choose between the swallowing of the Collins 
report as it stood and the appointment of 
Commissioners, he would prefer to gu out on 
the streets. With reference to the delegation 
of executive power to Committees, it was a 
proposal that should be viewed with caution. 
He was prepared to acknowledge that. the 
delegation of limited powers might be 
justified. 
Alderman Nixon agreed that it was a most 
important matter. It meant thaí they were 
going to remove the one check thev had on 
the work of the Committees. If this were 
agreed to, there would be no _ safeguard 
against jobbery and robbery.

ELECTRICITY CHARGES. 
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DISSATISFACTION IN ARKLOW 


The prices announced for the use of electric 
current under the Shannon scheme have not 
met with general favour in Arklow, where 
it had been anticipated that the rates would 
be much lower. 

One trader pointed out that the principal 
objection was the rate charge on the valua- 
tion, as this charge would be heavy, par- 
ticularly on business premises. In addition, 
there would be a charge of 2d. per unit. 
In most of the country business houses the 
charge would be 4s. per week. This charge 
would be applicable the whole year round, 
and in the summer months, when there was 
little or no lighting, the charge would remain 
the same. 

It is the opinion of many citizens that 
unless the charges are reduced very few, if 
any, will be able to take advantage of the 
Shannon scheme at all. 

Mr. A. B. Brennan, a member of the 
Urban Council, stated that his interpretation 
of the charges was that private householders 
and the business community were being asked 
to pay a standing annuity in addition to 
paying the fixed price per unit for the actual 
amount of current used, therefore creating a 
further unknown annuity. Thus, a business 
premises with a valuation of £34 paid £10 8s. 
per annum, apart from the levy of 2d. per 
unit of the electricity that might be used. 
Most householders to whom he had spoken 
on the subject did not consider the basis 
judicious or fair. 


INTERESTING FISHERY 
i PROSECUTION. 


ALLEGED USE OF NET FOR 
CAPTURE OF SALMON. 

At Tallow District. Court two brothers, 
John and Thomas Walsh, Carrigmore, 
labourers, were charged with using a net for 
the capture of salmon in fresh water.

They (the bailiffs) then made for the spot 
and saw four men around the pool. Two of 
them dashed across the river and escaped, 
but the two defendants stood their ground. 
They had a most deadly contrivance for kill- 
ing fish, consisting of a double net, one 
seven and the other four-inch mesh, so that 
a good-sized trout could not pass. The 
defendants admitted that they intended 
dragging the pool, and had the bags to take 
the fish away. 

District Justice Farrell—I do not see tha:

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THE SHANNON SCHEME. 


TO THE EDITOR Of THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—As, no meg a are aware, the 
Electricity Supply is wae ig by the 
State with the return on over £5,000,000 of 
the State’s ital. . The success of the 
Board in meeting this charge is totally de- 
t on success or otherwise of its 
policy as regards rates of charge for elec- 
tricity. This being so, it surely is not too 
much to expect that the Trish Times, as a 
newspaper claiming to speak for a respon- 
sible business element in this country, would 
exercise reasonable care im criticising the 
rates of charge of the electricity “I 
Board. In your leading article of the 18th 
September, referring to the rates of charge, 
you remark: ‘“ Ex probably will have 
much to say re ing these terms.” May 
I remark in reply that any experts who have 
spoken so far do mot give you any basis for 
your adverse criticism ? 
In the same leading article, referring to 
the Board’s charges and what lighting under 
them will cost the consumer, you state: 
‘The net cost for the average consumer will 
be considerably more than sixpence per 
unit.” This is merely a flat contradiction of 
a claim made by the Electricity Supply Board 
in an official statement, and surely you must 
have some justification for it. Any attempt 
at justification which has so far gu HR in 
your paper is based on fundamentally wrong 
assumptions. For instance, in to-day’s issue 
you make a calculation to show that the cost 
of lighting to a consumer living in a: house 
of £20 valuation in any of these Leinster 
towns would work out at 8$d. per unit; a 


you make this calculation on the 
assumption that the consumption for 
lighting would be only 240 units. In a 


house of this valuation in an Irish country 
town the normal lighting requirements would 
be at least 400 units. If you recalculate 
on this basis, you will find the lighting 
would cost 6d. per unit on the Board’s rates. 
Private houses of so high a valuation as £20 
are very few in Irish country towns, and are 
occupied by people of considerable means. 
In to-day’s issue of your paper, in your 
search for material to criticise the rates, you 
unearth a pamphlet written by me in 1924, 
and abstract from its context ohe sentence 
reading, ' Under the Shannon Scheme, Dub- 


lin is to be offered electricity at 0.53 rence 
per unit.” The statement in question 
has reference to the price which 


the experts reckoned might be charged to 
Dublin for a supply of electricity in bulk to 
make the Shannon an economic proposition on 
their estimates of consumption. There is no 
reason to-day to alter that figure. Your 
newspaper, however, goes on to say :—‘‘ This 
is approximately what it costs to supply i+ 
to-day from the Corporation works.” It 
would ha interesting to know on what you 
base this assertion. The Electricity Supply 
Board, had the Dublin Corporation accounts 
for the year ending March, 1927, examined 
by the well-known London firm of account- 
ants, Messrs. Price, Waterhouse and Co., and 
the cost of generation estimated by them, and 
adjusted for normal conditions. These 
accountants. placed the cost of generation at 
the Pigeon House Station at 0.96 pence per 
unit. The experts’ figure of 0.53 pence in- 
cluded a ficure of 0.05, which is not included 
in the Dublin Corporation comparative figure 
of 0.96 pence. This latter figure should. 
therefore, be compared, not with 0.53 pence 
per unit, but with 0.48. I think this dis- 
poses of your assertion as to the cost of 
generation at the Corporation works. 
Might I suggest that, in fairness to the 
Electricity Supply Board, you might empha- 
sise the fact that in 1924, when the Shannon 
scheme was introduced, the flat rate to 
general consumers for lighting in the City cf 
Dublin was 8d. per unit, and that in . 1927 
it was reduced to 4d.’ Electrical economists 
will assure you that Aid. per unit is as low 
a selling price for domestic lighting as is 
obtainable throughout the world. Is the 
Shannon scheme to be condemned hecause 
Dublin forestalled it: by reducing its 
price to the figure which electrical economists 
throughout the world consider the approxi- 
mate mimimum selling price for domestic

ROSCOMMON WORKER F 
CONVICTED. SWORN INOUIRY ASKED.

CORK, Wednesday. 

Allegations of bribery in connection with 
the letting of labourers cottages throughout 
the County Cork have led up to a request 
to-day by the Southern Committee of the 
County Cork Board of Health for a sworn 
inquiry into the affair. A similar resolution 
was recently adopted by the West Cork 
Committee: 


at a recent meeting of the County Board 
oí Health, when comments were passed on 
the manner in which some cottage lettings 
were made 

Mr. T. Corcoran, who presided at to-day's 
meeting, said that the statements were 
serious, and jt was their duty to take up the 
challenge. Mr. Maurice Hurley, he con- 
tinued, a member of the County Board of 
Health, had made statements that cast a 
serious reflection on the character of .the 
members of the Committee. He was reported 
as having stated:—‘‘ There must be sume- 
thing behind the scenes when the Com- 
mittees were seeking such powers. He knew 
of cottages that had been let, and Councillors 
had been beught so that the people who got 
them should get them.”’ 

Mr. Corcoran went on to say that they 
were there to challenge Mr. Hurley s state- 
ments, and they demanded the names of the 
members against whem the charges were 
made. A further serious charge was made 
by Mr. Harley on that occasion, when he 
went on to say that, “I know where there 
were cottages sold and bought, and bribery 
has been used in the past about cottages. I 
do not mean the present Committee, as no 
cottages have vet come before them.’’ 

Aiter some further discussion the Com- 
mittee, on the motion of Mr. Corcoran, 
seconsied by Mr. M. J. Corry, T.D. (Fianna 
Fail) decided to demand a sworn inquiry 
into the matter. 

An amendment put forward by Mr. T. 
Mullins, T.D., that no action be taken was 
defeated. 

Mr. R. Daly, who seconded the amend- 
ment, said that they were not there to keep 
talking about -some foolish remark made by 
some boy or irresponsible person to Mr. 
Hurley about £30 that he had to let fly 
hetween the Councillors. ‘‘ I would not pay 
any heed +o it,” he added. ‘* There are very 
few people who have £30 to let fly. If he 
had it to let fiy, he would keep his mind to 
himself, and would not advertise it from the 
housetops. It is no concern of ours if a 
few pounds pass between an outgomg and 
incoming tenant. The owmgoing tenant might 
have a plot of cabbage, or a shed with a 
‘piggery which he erected, and he would 
desire to dispose of it to the incoming tenant, 
and if a couple of pounds passed between 


them it is nothing to ms.
